Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner indicated that the amendment filed with the RCE 
would overcome the claim objection and 112 rejections. The examiner indicated that the current rejection is based on 
inherency. One using the composition of Sano in the process of Hansson would inherently achieve the claimed 
improved bonding. Applicant's representative indicated that arguments may be made as to why one would select the 
ink of Sano and that evidence may be presented as to unobvious or unexpected improvements in bonding when using 
the claimed method.
